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Amend in certain particulars the Irish Education Act, ad jsos 
1892 . — ' 

W HEBEAS it is expedient to amend the Irish Education 
Act, 1892 : 

Be it therefore enacted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
5 Temporal and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled 
and by the authority of the same, as follows:- 


1 The Irish Education Act, 1892, is herein-after referred to 

" f m01 P al Act ’” and tMs shall, so far as is consistent 

with the tenor thereof, he construed as one with the principal Act. 

10 , If any parent wl10 is required by the principal Act 

to cause his child to attend school makes default, without 
reasonable excuse in so doing, the school attendance committee 
may, after due warning to the parent, make a complaint to a 
court of summary jurisdiction, and the court, if satisfied of the 
15 truth of the complaint, may make an order (in the principal 
Act called an “attendance order”) that the child do attend in 
accordance with the requirements of the principal Act some 
national school or other efficient school willing to receive him, 
and named in the order, and being either such as the parent may 
20 select, or if he do not select any, then such school as the court 
may think expedient, and the court in selecting the school shall 
have regard to the religion of the child, if known; and subject 
to the provisions of section one of the principal Act, the child 
shall attend that school in such regular manner as is specified 
*5 in the order. 
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(2) Subsection (1) of section four of the principal Act shall 
be and the same is hereby repealed. 

(8) In subsection (3) of section four of the principal Act 
the words “two weeks” shall he substituted for “two months.” 

3. The whole of any penalties under the Irish Education 5 
Acts, 1892 to 1908, shall, notwithstanding any pro-rision in the 
principal Act, or in any other Act, be paid to the local authority 
and be applied in relief of the local rate. 

4. This Act may be cited for all purposes as the Irish 
Education Act, 1908, and this Act and the Irish Education 10 
Acts, 1892 and 1893, may be cited together as the Irish 
Education Acts, 1892 to 1908. 
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
